SAN FHANCIBCO, November 17.—S, M. 


Shortrldge, attorney for tho Republican 
state central committee, said today that 
all over tlte state the returns which are 
not properly certitied by the signatures 
of tbe election officers are being thrown 
out. 
Here they 
are admitted and 


counted, though it baa been pointed oat 
that auuh returns aro void. 


"Have you formulated any plan of 


proueeduro looking to a recount or the 
rejection of the returns V" was asked. 


"Wo have merely protested in a for- 


mal way and will act under the instruc- 
tions of tho state central committee 
which has not decided upon any plan. 
We arc now merely watching. All we 
want is aa honest count. If Budd has a 
plurality of one vote he must be granted 
that vote, and if Eeteo has a plurality it 
must ho allowed him. I believe we 
should find on a recount that the name 
of liudd had been counted 100 times in 
many precincts where Esteo had been 
voted lor. This, however, only the bal- 
lots themselves could reveal." 


Mr. Shortridge explained that a re- 


count could only be ordered by tho leg- 
islature, nml then it ia made under tho 
direct supervision of a committee of 
fourteen, seven of whom are chosen by 
lot from the members of each house. 
Thu actual proceeding are substantially 
the same ae before tho supremo court 
and the decision of the committee is 
final.

It was by similar methods 
what a great injury was done the ralein 
product of Fresno county a few yearn 
ago, from which it has not yet entirely 
recovered, and in all probability the 
same results will be brought auout m 
the fig industry. The prowerB will find 
it to their interest to feed their refuse 
figs to the hogs and chickens, or even 
throw it away rather than sell it to un- 
ecrupuloufl dealers, for while they may 
make a few dollars more by Bulling the 
worthless figs, in tho end they will be 
made to suffer for doing BO, for when 
the public finds the product to be of 
inferior quality they will be suspicious 
of it, and refuse to buy even of the first- 
class figs. They should remember that 
a bad name once gained, it will take 
years of hard and careful labor to re- 
move tbe effects of it. Bell only the 
good product of your vines and trees, 
and you will he winners for it.

Such a proposition is upon its face fin 


im possibility. An organization of that 
sort would be a now party in principles 
i( not in name, unless one or the other 
of the parties ihould simply abandon its 
principles and come into the camp of its 
adversary. 


To talk of a compromise between the 


Democratic and Populist parties is gro- 
tesquely absurd. Two political parties 
were never farther apart in fundamental 
principles in the history of this country. 
Individualism io one of 
tbe corner 


stones of Democracy. Its enmity to all 
eorts of sumptuary legislation, or gov- 
ernmental interference with the "liber- 
ties" of the people, is as old as the 
.party itself. It adheres strictly to the 
-financial theory ol a redeemable cur- 
rency, and leans strongly towards the 
-single gold standard. By it3 present 
»dministration it is committed abso- 


• tutely to that policy. 


The Populist party, on tbe other 


band, ie largely composed of people who 
lirmly believe that the functions of tbe 
government should be widely extended, 
And that the present system of individ- 
ual competition should give way to a 
system of government ownership, and n 
more general espoinage of tho affairs of 
the people by the government. They 
are aleo in favor of a financial system 
entirely at variance with the Democratic 
theory, and are demanding extremely 
radical changes in our system of gov- 
ernment, in many respects directly in 
opposition to the fundamental princi- 
ples of tbe Democratic party. 


To argue tbe possibility of combining 


such opposing forces is absurd, and an 
attempt on the part of either organiza- 
tion to so over to the other would result 
in giving a majority of that organization 
to the Republican party, which, in a 
good many particulars, occupies a mid- 
dle grjund between these extremes. 


Looking at this matter from a purely 


partisan standpoint we should like to 
MO such a fusion attempted. When any 
political party abandons principle (or 
expediency it elm ply invites certain and 
deserved destruction, for it not only 
IOSOH tlir respect but the support of al 
men who have honest and earnest con- 
victions regarding the principle! of gov- 


. ornment which should prevail.

Mr. Camp- 
bell was auxious to exhibit bis team, 
one of tho fineat in tho state, at the 
horse show in tho city tho latter part of 
this month, and decided to drive them 
overland rather than send them by rail, 
and it carne in exactly right to load on 
20,000 pounds of figs for 
Seropiau 


Brothers. 
A better opportunity for 


freighting everland would never present 
itself aud it could bo made a test of 
what the actual cost will be of such a 
trip 
There has been much said from 


time to time on the subject, but this is 
tho first trial ever made. 


A reporter called last evening at the 


store of the Seropian Brothers on J 
street and asked if there was any prob- 
ability that the experiment would bo re- 
peated.
